ments which retired orderly, and at laſt madeaſtand,and ha- 
ving the affiſtance of Canon,anda ditchbefore them,beld us 
play very handſomely: And by this time it grew ſo darke,and 
our Powder and Bullet ſo ſpent, that it was not held fit we 


ſhould advance upon them ; but there we ſtood in very good 


order, drew up allour Forces both Horſe and Foot,” and fo
